REPORT THIRD QUARTER 
BEST FOR INDUSTRY 


Washington, Oct. 30.—The third 
quarter of 1928 was one of the most 
active quarters of the year for the 
automobile industry, according to 
the Department of Commerce. With 
each quarter of each succeeding year 
greater sales and larger registrations 
appear to be the keynote of the ex- 
port automobile markets. 

Automotive sales in Canada in 
July and August for exceeded ex- 
pectations, production in August 
being higher than in any previous 
month, except May. French indus- 
trial and commercial activity in the 
third quarter became increasingly 
strong, and new registrations of pas- 
senger cars increased over the cor- 
responding 1927 period in practically 
all types. Sales of American cars 
are steadily increasing. The British 
automotive market sustained a sea- 
sonal decline in retail sales, although 
owing to the steady general expan- 
sion the decline this year was less 
marked than in the past.

HEARING ARGUMENTS ON 
FORD CO. APPEAL FROM 
RESTRAINT AND DAMAGES 


Cohoes, N. Y., Oct. 30.—Argu- 
ments on.the appeal taken by the 
Ford Motor Company from a de- 
cision of the Appellate Division af- 
firming the judgment of Supreme 
Court Justice Heffernan, who 
|granted the application of the As- 
bestos Spinning and Weaving Cor- 
| poration and the Little Falls Fiber 
Company for a permanent injunction 
restraining the Ford company from 
maintaining flashboards on the Fed- 
eral Dam near its plant, were heard 
yesterday in the Court of Appeals. 
The Appellate Division also con- 
firmed a judgment for damages in 
favor of the plaintiffs, but increased 
the amount awarded by Justice Hef- 
fernan from $5,210 to $6,135, which 
ruling was also appealed. 

The fiber company has a dam at 
Waterford by which water power is 
developed for the operation of sev- 
eral mills and it was contended that 
the erection of the flashboards 
caused the water to back up and 
interfere with the hydro-electric 
operating machinery. The Ford 
company claimed it was authorized 
to erect the flashboards by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission.

one pounds of metal from a cylinder block of the 
Dodge Victory Six and eighteen pounds of iron are taken 
from the Victory flywheel before it is ready for installation 
in the power plant. In the form of borings and turnings, 
the metal is still good, but in that condition it cannot be 
returned to the cupolas for remelting. In the form of 
scrap, it brings only about $7 a ton.

From the time he landed in Flint, 
he agitated for a workingmen’s 
hospital and may almost literally be 
said to have devoted his life, outside 
of working hours, to this enter- 
prise. It was largely due to his own 
efforts that the Hurley Hospital was 
erected, as the result in part of a 
bond issue authorized by the city. 
Now, the hospital is to have a new 
auditorium, just about ready for 
dedication. 

And in honor of the boy from 
Minsk, who saw a need and was 
willing to work hard and long to 
have it taken care of, the auditorium 
will be named the Merliss Brown 
Medical Auditorium. A_ lifetime’s 
work and a lifetime’s ambition have 
been crowned. “‘Brownie” will keep 
on working, of course; it’s his nature. 
But it must be with a feeling of 
the deepest satisfaction that he sees 
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what his efforts have so importantly 
helped to bring about.

New Plants Under Way in New Jersey 
As Parts Production Increases 


ERSEY CITY, N. J., Oct. 30.— 


Northern New Jersey parts, 
accessory, body and tire concerns 
are building new plants and addi- 
tions to their present factories in 
anticipation of continued high 
production in 1929. Several of 
the plants replace buildings de- 
stroyed by fire. 

The new plant of the Koeppen 
Metal Products, Inc., of Union City 
is soon to be a reality in Carlstadt, 
according to officials of the firm. 
The factory, which is to be two 
stories, 350x80, brick and steel, will 
employ 100 in the manufacture of 
chromium plating for automobile 
radiator shells, head lamps and fit- 
tings. 

Brinckerhoff Electric Company of 
West New York has purchased the 
last remaining part of the old E. H. 
Schmidt plot, composed of eight 
lots, located on llth Street and ex- 
tending from Schley Place to the 
Hudson Boulevard as a site for a 
plant to manufacture light bulbs 
for automobiles and residences. The 
company has the services of the 
Lockwood Construction Company of 
New York to prepare plans for the 


‘erection of a three-story factory, 
80x175, the cost to exceed $200,000. 
Between 200 and 400 employees will 
be engaged in the manufacture of 
light bulbs when the factory is com- 
pleted some time in January. 

President Julian K. Morrison an- 
nounces that the new units of the 
Southern Brighton Mills at Shan- 
non, Ga., to cost $450,000, will be 
completed on November 15 and that 
operations will begin as soon after- 
ward as machinery and equipment 
can be installed. The company 
manufactures automobile hood and 
cord tire fabrics. 

President Morrison said that the 
plant in Allwood, N. J., just outside 
of Passaic, will move to Shannon. 

Income statements for the six 
months ended June 30 showed that 
Brighton Mills, Allwood, was oper- 
ated at a loss, the deficit being 
| $29,774.11, while the Southern 
|Brighton Mills at Shannon pro- 
duced a surplus of $31,554.79. 

“Competition has been very 
severe, resulting in unsatisfactory 
prices. Under these conditions, it 
is felt that the recent decision to 
relocate the Allwood plant in order 
that the policy of the management 





to reduce the operating cost to a 
minimum may be carried out to the 
fullest extent, is sound,” Mr. Morri- 
son concluded. 

Work has been started on the 
erection of a steel and concrete 
building for the Key City Bolt and 
Spike Company in Bayonne. The 
new plant will give the concern 
double the present capacity in its 
automotive lines. 

Work is under way for the con- 
struction of a new factory building 
for the Bayonne Bolt and Nut Com- 
|pany on West Second Street, Bay- 
onne, to take the place of the plant 
destroyed by fire. The building is 
one story, 150 by 234, and will cost 
about $50,000. 

The Gibraltar Tire and Rubber 

Corporation is planning the erection 
of a new plant to replace the one at 
4912 Boulevard, West New York, de- 
| stroyed by fire. 
| The new automobile body build- 
ing plant of the Fisher Company of 
Union City has been completed in 
Bayonne. The building is two 
stories, 100x150, and cost about $60,- 
000. John Fisher, president, says 
the new plant is enabling the con- 
cern to keep up with orders. 
The Auto De Luxe Body Company 
lis occupying the new building at 
2lst Street and Boulevard, West 
New York, recently completed at a 
cost of $100,000.

This is particularly true of the 
passenger car, accessory and truck 
groups. The rubbers, as was the 
case early this year, may be af- 
fected by foreign crude rubber de- 
velopments that do not touch the 
other automotive manufacturers. 

The chart shows the movement of 
the stocks from one 1928 peak to an- 
other. The first, June 2, found 
the average for sixty stocks at just 
under 52, the high for the year up 
to that time. Then came the dro) 
to below 45, followed by several weeks 
of up and down movement. In the 
week ended August 18 began an up- 
ward movement that lasted for nine 
consecutive weeks, carrying the line 
upward to and past the June 2 miark 
until the week ended October 13, 
when it extended above 59, this being 
nearly eight points above the June 
2 mark.
